Letters to the Editor: 
Dear Sir: 

For the purpose of stimulating a greater number of people to take part 
in college debates I propose to offer the following criticism of the students' apathy 
towards this particular act:^.vity. 

Man's ability to converse with his neighbours is perhaps the most dis- 
tinguishing factor which places him '^above" the other animals. I have placed above 
in italics because it is questionable whether many conversations actually elevate 
man to any superior position in the animal kingdom. On the contrary I am firmly 
of the opinion that many conversations in which men take part are so unjustified and 
vile that they degrade man to a level to which he could never have fallen without 
the ability of speech. 

If conversation is to benefit mankind, it must be employed for some 
infinitely better purpose than for a discussion of sex, food and personal relations 
to mention only a few corner-stones of frivolous conversations on this campus. One 
would imagine that at least at an institution of higher learning such as Macdonald 
College, you would find conversation employed to obtain a better understanding of 



mankind, his problems and position. Granted we are here receiving an education 
with which we hope to approach these problems on a practical basis; but may i 
remind you that education is not the accumulation of facts but a stimulation of 
individual thinking . 

The greatest stimulus to individual thinking does not come from the black- 
board but from discussion between people. 

This brings us to debatmg, which may be defined as the discussion of a 
topic, or motion as it is called m the house . It is not the purpose in a debate to 
out-argue your opponents with a motive of winning the debate in the sense that it 
is dishonourable to lose. It is however the purpose of a debate to come closer to 
the truth concerning the particular motion, and for this purpose opposing views 
are presented by the government and opposition. 

The fact that our debates at Macdonald are run on an inter-class basis is 
unfortunate, but never-the -le ss , provides groups of approximately the same size 
which it is hoped equalizes the number of arguments presented on both sides of 
the issue. The fact that the topics are not ones which you normally discuss is 
regrettable in that your conversations should range around these topics rather 
than those mentioned earlier. Even if you do not often discuss politics, religion 
or current affairs in general, then an organized debate on some aspect of these 
subjects should at least be interesting as something new, if not stimulating to 
something old. 

In conclusion, I feel that the apathy of the Macdonald College student to- 
wards debating lies in his lack of knowledge of ancient and current affairs. As 
one remedy for this situation I would suggest that a greater number attend the 
college debates which can be both entertaining and controversial.
